THE BRADLAUGH QUESTION. 
NEW YORK HERALD BUREAU, 

LONDOn, July 1, 1880. 

In order to set the Bradlaugh question at 
rest, the Gladstone Ministry were compelled 
tomake ita Cabinet question. An urgent 
‘‘whip’’ was, last nicht, sent to all the Gov- 
ernment supporters, calling onthem tobe 
re sent in their places, and the rumor was 
ndustriously circulated by the offleious 
friends of the Government that a dissolution 


of the ministry. As this would entaii an 


expense of something like four or 
five millions of dollars on the mem- 
bers, the threat had a wholesome 


effect on both sides of the Heuse, gathering 
in the Liberal and inducing many of the anti- 
Bradlaugh party to abstainfrom voting. The 
House was absolutely crowded to overflowing 
to-night, more than 800 members being pres- 
ent onthe floor and in the galleries. The 
early part of the proceedings, however, was 
marked by dullness, although both sides dis- 
played a dogged determination to fight. Mr. 
Gladstone opened in a very weak speech, de- 
fending the resolution on the ground that it 
Was necessary to preserve the peace of the 
House. 

His speech madeavery poor impression, 
and when Sir Stafford Northcote rose to reply 
he twitted the Government with asking the 
House to rescind an important resolution 
from fear of the violence of one man, closing 
his speech by charging the Government with 
cowardice. 

MR. PARNELL 
supported the Government, contending that 
the question was a political, nota religious 
one. Hesaid his character as an Irish Pro- 
testant declared that, although his course 
might be upopular, he would be just and fear 
not. 

Mr. O’Donnel tried to have the last word, 
but Gen. Burnaby had prepared a long 
speech, made up chiefly of the opinions of 
ministers of various faiths, whieh he proceed- 
ed toreaa, amid a scene of the greatest dis- 
order. For a long time he was quite inaudi- 
ble, but finally the House began to enjoy the 
fun of hearing the views of Catholic Bishops, 
Jewish Rabbis, and Non-Conformists. After 
he had mentioned the Pope and Me. 
Spurgeon, several men here cried out for the 
views Of the Sultan of Turkey andthe Shah 
of Persia, finaliy inductng the General to 
surrender at 1:50 o’clock,when a division was 
taken, resulting in fifty-four majoritv for the 
Government—303 voting aye, and 249 no. The 
announcement was received with Liberal 
cheers, but without the enthusiasm which 
marked the victory of the Conservatives last 
week. — 

Before the original resolution could be put 
to the House, some of Mr. Bradlaugh’s 
friends had introduced him on the floor, and 
ashe advanced toward the table to make his 
affirmation he was greeted by a few faint 
cheers from the Liberal benches.

The Fourth is the national fete day, and if 
Thanksgiving Day or Christmas are more 
joycusly commemorated in one section of the 
country than another, the Fourth of July, 
when the Stars and Stripes flaunt bravely in 
the breeze, is essentially the day which all 


the citizens of this free republic honor and 
observe. East and west, north and south 
celebrate the anniversary of that epoch-mark- 
ing instrument, the Declaration of American 
Independence, and from the pine tree hills of 
Maine to the Golden slope of the Pacitic Coast, 
from the cooling shores of the Great Lakes to 
the sunlit bayous and glades of the Pelican 
State, the roarof gun and the shout of 
populace will repeat the oft-told 
but never-tiring sto of 
prociamation of the rights of man. There is 
no nobler festival in the history of the world, 
and itis seemly that Americans should for- 
ever duly make it a red-letter day in the cal- 
endar, aud maintain it as the great national 
day of rejoicing. Here in St. Louis Monday 
will be observed as a complete holiday. Tue 
banks, exchanges, courts of justice, stores, 
etc.. all will be closed. while various events 
in different parts of the city will render the 
dav one of general amusement. 


The Sham Battle and Camp. 

The truest and most distinctive celebration 
of the day will be conducted by the military. 
The encampment at Forest Park and the 
sham battle at the Jockey Ciub track on Mon- 
day afternoon are, with the exception of the 
reunion of the Mexican veterans at Colonel 
Morrison’s residence, the only true and 
patriotic observances of the great national 


boliday. The great number of picnics and 
«excursions are simply contingents that attend 
any day upon which the public are at leisure 
to amuse themselves. 

THE DEPARTURE... 

This afternoon at four o’cluck between 259 
and 200 members of the National Guard regi- 
ment, the full battery of the National Guard, 
and the eavalry contingent of the organiza- 
tion, known asthe St. Louis Light Guard, 
marched with flags waving and bands playing 
from the Armory, at the corner of Fourth and 
Washington avenue, to the Union 
Depot, where Wabash cars were boarded 
for Forest Park. Col. Geo. O. Carpenter 
was in command of the fine-looking body of 
young men, whose progress through the streets 
as usual attracted considerable attention. 
The boys, after a pleasant run out tothe park, 
will disembark and take possession of the 
camp, which will be their home until next 
Wednesday or Thursday.

MUCHLY MARBIED. 


A Woman Appears at Police Head- 
quarters for Protection From a Sec- 
ond Husband, Whom She Believed 
Dead and Buried Years Ago.

Yesterday. morning there appeared at po- 
lice beadquarters a woman who had a sor- 
rowful story to tell; one containing as much 
consummate villainy, deception, abuse an 
cruelty as is often told, even toa reporter, 
who, in his capacity of news-gatherer, touch- 
es fingers with the highest and lowest of hu- 
manity, and sees and hears tales of the lowest 
degradation, and at the next anchorage of the 
purest and highest order. 

Man's inhumanity to man is not a more true 
saying than man’s inhumanity to woman. 
Both are true, and many are the instances 
that can be cited in proof this theory. 
Women are said to be fickle, but in the major- 
ity of cases when a woman’s heart goes out to 
one of the opposite sex, it means that her life 
is his and will be devoted to him. When man 
loves sometimes itis genuine, and sometimes 
it is of that character that does not need a 
mention. Man being of a strong command- 
ing nature, and the nature of most women

Hay nes she told him that she had two child- 
ren, and any man who married her must 
support her children as well as herself, and to 
this he answered that he would treat her 
children as if they were his own.“ He had 
told ber that he had been married three times, 
and that three times he had deposited his dear 
departed wives in the grave.

DEATH UNDER THE SADDLE. 


A Singular Accident, by Which a Val. 
uable Horse Lost His Life and a 
Young Lady Ran a Narrow Risk. 

[From the Chicage Times.] 


A very remarkable accident occurred on 
last Wednesday evening by which a valuable 
horse was killed and a young lady had a nar- 
row escape. A son of Hon. Perry H. Smith 
was out horseback-riding with a young lady. 
and they were galloping south on Michigan 
avenue near Thirty-fourth street, when they 
came up with a long line of carriages moving 
between the city and South Park. They gal- 
loped around to the left to pass the Carriages, 
and saw coming toward them a Carriage 
drawn by aspirited borse which was being 
rapidly driven. Inthe carriage were twe 
gentlemen, one of whom, the owner, 
was Mr. Edward March, ofthe Union Stock 
Yards. As the two parties approached Mr, 
Smith’s horse shied, and shoved the lady’; 
horse over to the other side some distance, or 
in some way threw it directly in front of the 
carriage. The whole thing occurred so sud- 
denly, it seems, that the complication which 
occurred could not have been avoided unless 
Mr. March had been driving with less speed, 
and those who witnessed the accident say that 
he was driving ata rate altogether beyond 
what was right. However that may be, his 
rig dashed up against the horse ridden by the 
young lady, and the sharp thill ofthe buggy 
shaft struck the animal squarely in the breast, 
penetrating afull foot, entering the lungs, 
and 8 a fatal wound. The buggy 
was backed off and the thill easily came out, 
so that for a few seconds it was not 
even known that the horse had been wounded, 
for, strange to say, it did not rear or plunge, 
or even move a muscle. Mr. Smith’s horse 
has a ratber hard mouth, and he rode a few feet 
ahead before he coold stop. Turning around, 
he saw the hole in tbe horse’s breast, and the 
blood and vitals pouring out, and hecried to 
the lady, Jump!“ She acted instantly, and 
leaped from the saddle. A bystander who saw 
the occurrence ran up, and tried to close the 
wound, but only succeeded in getting his 
hand, arm and clothing covered with biood. 
The horse stood afew seconds longer, and 
th: n feil down and died. His bedy lay in the 
street nearly all day on yesterday. 

Horseback riding has many attractions, but 
this accident shows that it also has darrgers, 
and persons out riding, especially on a crowd- 
ed street, cannot be too careful. The animal 
killed was a valuable Kentucky horse, owned 
by Mr. Perry H. Smith,and his death is deep- 
lv regretted by his owner.

THE GREAT QUESTION. 
Under this headline the Cincinnati G- 


zette presents the Republican view of the 
situation in the following indictment: 


The question of the coming election cam- 
paign is whether the Democratic party shall 
be placed in control of the government of the 
Nation. The country knows what that party 
is. No one fancies that it has changed its na- 
ture. It has simply tried to mask its charac- 
ter in order to get into power. If in power 
it would be the same as it has been for the 
last twenty years. It is still the party that 
waged treasonable war to divide the Nation, 
and that was conquered by war but never rec- 
onciled, and has ever since labored and plot- 
ted to destroy the results of the national 
triumph. Itis the party whose war cost our 
peopie in direct expenditure seven thousand 
million dollars, of which one-third now rests 
upon their backs as a debt. Its constituent 
parts are stil the Solid South—made solid by 
force—and the subservient Northern Democ- 
racy. Itisthe party which, as soon as it got 
control of Congress, used it to agitate against 
the public credit; to derange tbe finances; to 
take fromthe government the power to exe- 
cute justice andto protect the elective fran- 
chise against Confederate force. It is the 
party which in all the offices of Senate and 
House of Representatives discharged Union 
men and put in rebels. 

It is also the party that comprises a de- 


cided majority of the American people. 

Now let us suppose that all these charges 
were true—though, of course, they are not 
—let us, for argument’s sake, grant them 
to be literally correct. Are they a reason 
why the majority of the American people 
should not govern themselves in accord- 
ance with law? Are they a reason why a 
fanatical but able minority should defy the 
law and continue to hold power over the 
majority? 

Let us assume the worst possible case for 
the Democrats, concede the Republican lie 
that the Democracy was and still is bent on 
treason—assume that its elements are as 
wicked and vicious as the Republicans 
paint them, and we still maintain that it 
must govern the country as long as it is the 
majority party. 

If the majority of the American people 
want to elect Bob Ingersoll or Jeff. Davis 
to the Presidency they have a perfect right 
todoso. And if Bob Ingersoll or Jeff. 
Davis were to be elected by a fair majority 
of the electoral votes, and the Republican 
party should again refuse to surrender 
power, as in 1876, it would assassinate the 
Republic. 

If every single member of the Democratic 
party were bent upon another rebellion, 
that party must be permitted to govern 
the Union if it has a majority of the 
electoral votes, or self-government and the 
Republic have come to an end. 

The great question of this campaign is 
whether the people shall govern themselves 
or be governed by a set of daring political 
desperadoes; whether the majority 
shall rule, or the minority; whether 
the law and constitution shall be 
observed or trampled upon; whether 
fraud and perjury shall be encouraged and 
invited as a permanent factor in politics or 
condemned forever; whether this shall be 
one country, one people, or two different 
sections, taught to distrastand hate each 
other; whether this shall be a real ora 
false Union; a real or a sham republic.”

To say that the 
majority must not rule under any pretense 
whatever, or because, forsooth, it is not to 
the liking of the minority, is to end the 
Republic and popular self-government. 


In Missouri, as in many other States, a 
vigorous war is being urged by the repre- 


sentatives of the regular life insurance 


companies against societies which have 
adopted the co-operative plan of insurance. 
We deem this warfare ill-advised and un- 
warranted. Each system of insurance has 
its good and bad points, and there is plenty 
of room for both. The Masons, the Odd 
Fellows, the lights of Honor, 
the Knights of »Pythias and 
many other ancient and honorable 
organizations have adopted the co- opera- 
tive plan of insuring the lives of their mem- 
bers within the last decade, and so far as 
the public is informed the innovation has 
been both successful and satisfactory. The 
men who make up these societies are as 
well fitted to judge whatis for their ad- 
vantage as any other class of citizens, and 
if they are pleased with the workings of 
their method of insurance we cannot see 
what right the regular insurance companies 
have to complain or to institute legal pro- 
ceedings to compel the societies to quit 
the insurance field. 

It is undoubtedly true that fraudulent 
organizations have been started for the 
purpose of robbing their victims on the co- 
operative plan, but nobody with an ounce 
of sense supposes that bodies of such honor 
and dignity as the Masons, Odd Fellows, 
and kindred organizations, would ever be 
guilty of this kind of business. It is also 
true that co-operative insurance is more 
costly, as compared with its results, than 
regular insurance, but its patrons believe, 
apparently with some show of reason, 
that its benefits are more cer- 
tain, and the delay in securing 
them much briefer. These are important 
considerations to the laboring classes. 
and their weight will hardly be lessened by 
anything that may be said or done by the 
interested opponents of the co-operative 
system. The popular skepticism regarding 
the safety and desirableness of regular in- 
surance may be traced directly to the mis- 
management and downright dishonesty of 
many of the companies which have become 
insolvent during the last ten years. There 
are many honest and honorable insurance 
companies in this country; but they have 
suffered through the evil-doings of the 
swindling concerns. They must trust to 
time to recover the confidence of the pub- 
lic, and they cannot hope to help themselves 
by making war on the honorable societies 
that have undertaken to care for the widows 
and orphans of their deceased members by 
adopting a simple plan of insurance of 
their own.

CLOSE STATES. 

The October election will decide whether 
there are any doubtful States in November. 
If both Indiana and Ohio should go Re- 
publican, as the Republican leaders hope 
and assert, Garfleld's election would be- 
come more than probable. If Ohio should 
go Republican, and Indiana Democratic, 
which is much more probable, the fight 
will grow more desperate for New York. If 
the Democratic majority in Indiana should 
be less than in ’76 and the Republican ma- 
jority in Ohio more, the effect would 
help Garfield. If, on the other hand, the 
Republican majority in Ohio were even less 
than in 76, and the Democratic majority in 
Indiana larger than that for Tilden, the ef- 
fect would help the Democrats and make 
some States in November doubtful. 

The close States, where a decided Demo- 
cratic victory in October—and only then— 
would make Hancock’s triumph probable 
in November, are California and Maine, 

In 1876 California’s majority for Hayes 
was only 2,805. 

In Maine, in the largest vote ever 
polled, the Republicans were in a munor- 
ity against the Greenbackers and Demo- 
crats, who, this year, have already united 
upon a joint electoral ticket. 

There is a possibility in IIlinois and 
Ohio, but it is not near or strong enough 
to be depended upon. 

The practical great object of the cam- 
paign must lead to a most vigorous struggle 
in Ohio and Indiana in October—in Ohio to 
reduce the Republican majority to the 
lowest and in Indiana to bring the Demo- 
cratic majority to the highest possible 
point. 

If Indiana goes Democratic by a round, 
rousing majority, the country will regard 
the election of Hancock as practically 
settled. 


Tue Republicans are evidently hopeful 
about Indiana, and determined to make a 
big fight. John C. New, the chairman of 
the State Committee, and proprietor of the 
Indianapolis Journal, is thus reported by a 
Washington correspondent: 


He continues totalk in the most encouraging 
manner of Kepublican prospects in Indiana, 
and says the party never wentinto a campaign 
with a better outlook. He says Indiana has 


been thoroughly canvassed, that thé Republi - | 


cans have possession of lists of all the doubt - 
ful voters in every county and every voting 
precinct, and that the Campaign

have furnished to these doubtful voters the 
kind of literature best calculated to secure 
Republican votes. Moreover, Mr. New says 
that the Republican ticket is more popular, 
perhaps, than any that has been nominated 
for years. 

In conversation with your correspondent to- 
day Judge Porter, the Republican nominee 
for Governor, said he would go to Indiana in 
two weeks. He says it will be a very hot and 
laborious campaign, but he feels physically 
equaltothetask. He thinks the Democrats 
will have a great deal of money this year for 
campaign expenses, more, in fact, than the 
Republicans. The supposition that English 
will not give anything towards a campaign 
fund, he thought, would not do to rely on.

Touching Incident of the Seawan- 
haka Disaster—Mrs. Gray’s Sad Ex- 
perience. 

[From the New York Tribune. |] 


A reporter of the Tribune called upon Mrs. 
W. W. R. Gray, at 934 Eighth avenue. She 
was seated in an easy chai in her bed-room, 
surrounded by friends sympathizing with 
ber in her misfortune, and endeavoring toal- 
leviate her troubles for tne time by conceal- 
ing from her the fact that her child was dead. 
She betrayed symptoms of great nervous 
prostration. Her eyes were inflamed by weep- 
ing, and ber utterances were broken by con- 
vulsive sobs. She said: 

was seated in the saloon at the rear of the 
vessel when the explosion occurred. I Was 
one of the first to see the boiler burst, and as 
soon as I] recovered from the shock I received 
I screamed. <A gentleman then ran up aud 
endeavored to quiet me. I exclaimed, Oh. 
my God, are my baby and myself to perish?’ 

Have you any one with you:“ said the 
gentleman. 

„No, Lam alone,’ I 
ed. 

He at once said: ‘I will save your baby, 
leave it to me and look to vourself.“ The 
flames were rapidly approaching the place 
where I stood. I stayed until the last mo- 
ment, and, taking a farewell look at my baby, 
] threw myself out of astate-room window. 
As the water closed above my head I prayed 
for my baby. Ihave never seen it since. I 
cannot swim, and when I threw myself into 
the water I had no life-preserver. I simply 
trusted in Providence, and, as far as I myself 
am concerned, I did not trust in vaia. Wheth- 
er my baby is lost or not I cannot say, but I 
hope that Providence which preserved me 
has also preserved my child. When I rose to 
the surface after my first plunge I saw close 
by me a woman clinging to a life- 
preserver. As it was within easy reach I also 
caught hold of it. She, however, seeing that 
I was endangering her chances of escape, 
struck me violently several times, and I was 
obliged to let go. As I went down again she 
kicked me in the breast, but when I came up 
again I was once more within reach of the life- 
preserver. — ** clutched at it, and this 
time I obtained a more tenacious hold. She 
could not shake me off, and, in order to pre- 
vent us both from sinking, she caught hold 
of the anchor chain. To this my new com- 
panion held on until we were rescued and 
taken on board the yacht of James A. Boyd. 
One of her hands was badly burned by the 
flames in which the anchor chain was fre- 
quently enveloped. 

**WhenI was rescued I was perfectly ex- 
hausted, and my mind was tortured by the 
thought that my little one might be drowned, 
or worse, perhaps, be burned to death. I 
suffered an indescribable mental anguish, 
but still I was sufficiently recollected to re- 
quest to be taken to the residence of my hus- 
band’s uncle, Dr. Steinert, whois the police 
surgeon at Harlem. There, of course, I was 
well cared for. This morning I was suffi- 
ciently recovered to return home. I am in 
hopes yet that my baby is saved. 

“Tf women could swim,“ she continued, I 
am sure they would be more courageous than 
men. The cowards, for the most of them were 
nothing else, took possession ofthe greater 
portion of the life-preservers and left the 
women and children standing helpless on the 
deck. I had hoped to have been comfortably 
settled in the country now instead of being 
here in terrible suspense regarding the fate 
of my baby. We were going to Glen Cove to 
spend the summer and escape the heat of the 
city. Baby was sick, and Iwas afraid it 
would succumbtothe unusual heat we are 

experiencing in the city. 

At this juncture afriend of the family en- 
tered the room and intimated that he had 
some information concerning the child. 

„Mou may as well tell me the worst, said 
Mrs. Gray, is it dead?’’ 

Jean not say, replied the young man. 
„A baby has been found wiih gold pins in 
the fiont and back portions of its dress.’’ 

**That’s{my baby,“ exclaimed Mrs. Gray, 
and once more fell into a fit of weeping. 

Before she recovered, the young man 
bad evidently come for the purpose of break- 
ing the sad intelligence, departed. When 
Mrs. Gray had sufficiently recovered to con- 
tinue the conversation, she said: 

»My busband nas been out all day trying to 
find the body, but as vet be has been unsuc- 
cessful. He has now gone to Randall's Isiand.

Adah Isaacs Menken achieved a greater 

amount of notoriety, if not fame, in a shorter 
space of time than any other American actre-s 
that ever lived. At the time of her death 
and she was under thirty, her name Was 4 
tower of strength alike in London. New York 
and Paris. The singular thing is that she 
achieved this astounding success with histri- 
onic gifts of the very meagerest 
description. Her ability certainly did 
not much exceed that of 
the ordinary walking lady, aud when she play- 
ed that identical line of partsin a- Memphis 
theater just prior tothe war I have been ac- 
sured by the stage manager, Mr. F. S. K eller, 
that be was onthe pointof discharging her 
several times for carelessness and incapacity. 
Although thoroughly inattentive both at re- 
hearsal and performance, she was terribly 
ambitious and already had great things map- 
ped out principally in the direction of tue 
legitimate. She was always crazy to play 
male parts, and it was with ditticulty Mr. 
Meller persuaded her from putting up Ham- 
et for her benefit. She was living at this 
time with ber first husband. an insignificant 
little Jew called Menken, who came from no 
one knew where, and after she got rid of him 
went back again. Herreal name was Ade- 
laide MoCord and she was a native of the 
State of Louisiana. She was not aJewess by 
birth, as many have imagined, but became 
one by conversion, after which she changed 
her name to one more in consonance with her 
Hebraic creed. It was some time during the 
war, in the early part of 1803, 1 believe, that 
she applied at the Front Street Theater, Bal- 
timore, for an engagement. 

She needed money badly and was willing to 
play in the stock if necessary, although her 
earnest ac-ire was to be 

STARRED IN MAZErPPA. 

At firstthe management put her off, but, 
business being frighifully bad, finally con- 
cluded to give her a chance. After mature 
deliberation they decided it would be cheaper 
to play her as a star on shares, as in that case 
unless expenses came in she would get notu- 
ing, Whereas if they gave her a stock engage- 
ment they would be responsible for her salarv 
whether the houses were good or bad. 

“Maveppsa”’ being settled upoa as the 
opening pieces the next thing was to get a 
horse, as Miss Menken in those days did not 
travel With such a plece of property. After a 
despairing search of forty-eight hours noth- 
ing suitable could be found, and the would- 
be star was obliged to put up with a livery 
hack of tbe mostordinary description. Her 
blood was up, however, and she worked 
faithfully with the beast, remaining with him 
onthe stage every afternoon wheu the re- 
hearsal was over, firing pistois at his 
ear, forcing him up the runs at his 
best speed, and in a general way omit- 
ting nothing which might assist him in going 
through his part successfully at night. When 
ihe eventful evening came the house was 

small, and no wonder; nobody had ever heard 
of Menken; **Mazeppa’’ had been played out 
years before, and to make matters worse the 
Front Street Theater was an old tumbiedown 
rookery in an outof the way location. But 
although the house was small it turned out 
10 be a tremendously enthusiast- 
ic one—true, Miss Menken didn't 
know the lines of ‘**Mazeppa’’—for the 
matter of thatshe never did—but she dashed 
through the part with great spirit, and best 
fan the plaudits of the audience and the 
slave of the footiights so wrought upon the 
livery hack that when led out he actually 
reared and pawedthe air in his terror and 
rushed up the runs with Mazeppa on his back 
as if Satan was after him. 

A veritable Tartar of the Ukraine breed 
could bardly have done it better, and the tri- 
umphof the star and steed was complete. 
before the week was out the theater was 
crowded, am! Menken was the sensation of 
he day. 

Thus, in that dingy coal- hole, began that ca- 
reer Which was to embrace both hemispheres 
in its conquests, and considering its limited 
space—only seven years—probably the most 
successful, pecuniarily, in the annals of the 
stage. Iller engagement lasted four weeks to 
astccession of packed houses, and although 
her share amounted to several thousands of 
dollars, none of it remained when her last 
week was finished. 

WHAT BECAME OV HER MONFY, 
heaven only knows; certain itis that neither 
she nor any one else ever did. She would send 
1 pv! out with a ten-dollar bill to buy a paper 
of pins, and when he came back refuse to take 
any change. 

n fact, she would never take change from 
any one che sent on an errand, however large 
the note entrusted. But even such vagaries 
as this would bardly account for the contin- 
al disappearance of the immense sums known 
to have been paid her. No one ever cared 
less for money, and had her income been a 
thousand dollarsa minute she would still 
have. been poor at the end of the bour. 

Her engagements were the jubilees of stage 
hands and supernumeraries, as her gratui- 
lies were not only unfailing but universal. 
he always had a literary craze, and after her 
professional! successes in London and Paristhis 
feeling seemed to become stfonger. She 
sought the society of noted authors, and the 
same personal magnetism that fascinated her 
audiences, willy billy, proved no less power- 
ful with the kings of thought. 

DICKENS, DUMAS AND SWINBURNE 
were numbered among her intimate friends, 
and the singular spectacle was presented of an 
equestrian actress holding levees habitually 
frequented by the first intellects of the day. 
Bohemia and Belgravia were alike represent- 
ed in these gatherings, andthe queen of the 
irena became, for the nonce, the queen 
ofthe salon. Insuch stimulating companion- 
ship. ker ambitions became of a kind 
With her company, and she determined to 
Write a book herself. The result was a thin 
volume of poems, entitled *‘Infelicia,’? and 
dedicated, by permission, to Charles Dickens. 
it received a great deal of adverse criticism 
the time, but to my mind it contains a 
“reat deal of crude merit. The best poems 
“re those which are rhymeless and, Walt 
Whitman-like, go toa rude, irregular rumthm 
of their own, but a genuine poetic feeling 1s 
arent everywhere.

Mississippi River Improvements. 
Sr. LOUIS, July 3, 1880. 
Editor Memphis Appeal: 


If the Memphis Appeal will permit the cor - 
rection of my views on their editorial of 
June 27th, referred to in my letter dated June 
29th in the Post-Disratcu,I will say the 
article was handed me with the remark that 
it was in substance the same as that of the 
New Orleans Picayune; hence the reference.

Improved Steam Canal Boat. 


The late experiments in canal steamboats 
bid fair to be a complete success. The Baxter 
steamers were not suffleiently remunerative 
to continue the building of that kind of boat. 
They do not carry a sufficient load, owing to 
tbeir build, and that is made necessary by the 
form and arrangement ofthe machinery and 
prepelling power, the propeller being that 
form — by the tug in Buffalo. The new 
style, which bids to pay handsomely, is as 
full at bow and stern as the ordinary ürst- 
class canal boat. Thé propelling power is 
radically different from the tug propeller. 
The wheel is eignt feet in diameter 
and placed close to the stern; the boiler is up- 
right, wih @ single engine, very compact 
machinery, taking up no more room than the 
stable iu many boats, and enabling the boat 
to carry 7,500 bushels of corn and coal for the 
trip. With this cargo they run from Buffalo 
to New York in seven days on five and a half 
gross tons of coal, saving river and harbor 
towing. One returned from New York to 
Buffalo in one hour less than seven days, 
bringing 150 tons of freight. The outlook 
now promises to supersede mule and horse 
towing. The Belgian system of cable towing 
will take that large number of boats now re- 
iving on the mule, and deliver them prompt- 


ly as consigned and in much 
less time and cost than can be done 
by the mule. Both systems are neces- 


sarv forthe rapid movementon the canal, 
and to cheapen the transfer from the west to 
the Sesboard. Steam is sure to supersede 
animal power on the canal, as everywhere 
else. he canal steamboats are at last so per- 
fected as to insure a handsome profit iu run- 
ning them, and a large number will soon be at 
work on the canal. Two are to be construct- 
ed in Lockport as speedily as possible by one 
of our most enterprising boat builders, and 
the macninery is contracted for, thus opening 
up anew industry for our numerous and 
worthy mechanics.—[Lockport (XN. Y.)

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WONDERFUL ENDURANCE. 


How an Indian Hunter Runs Down a 
. Deer. 
{From the San Francisco Lost. ! 
When sufliciently near the hunter takes his 
ain:, and making a slight noise with his foot 
on the ground, which causes the deer to turn 
towurd him, nas a goed chance to hit it in the 
middle of the forehead. But if he misses tne 
mark, or his gun misses fire, then the fun be- 
gins in earnest, and one of the finest races in 
the world can be witnessed—a naked 
Indian and a frightened deer at 
fil speed. If the deer should happen to 
be not more than a year old it is of no use fol- 
lowing it, as it will outrun any Indian, and 
run longer without giving out; but if two or 
three years old, or older, a good runner will 
bring itdown inafew hours, or certainly 
within fifty or sixty miles. (The narrator, Jose 
Mendivil, here insists that a good runner 
among the Apaches can run 125 miles in 
twenty-four hours easily.) The deer starts at 
full speed, making long leaps of from ten to 
thirty feet. At first be gains rapidly on the 
Indian, but the Indian follows, every now and 
then uttering frightful yelis, but never 


for a moment leaving or losing 
the trail. The deer, when out of 


sight, halts and looks back, but soon his pur- 
suer comes in sight, when he bounds on with 
longer leaps than at first; finally he makes for 
the water—spring or stream—-and when he 
gets there halts and drinks all he wants. Now 
there is no hope for him, for after he drinks 
he cannot run so far or leapso far. Pretty 
soon the Indian comesin sight again, while 
the trred deer rests a moment; but the tired 
hunter never balts to drink, not if his mouth 
is as dry as ashes, for by doing so he not only 
loses time, but he cannotrun so fast after- 
ward. 

On he goes, never resting, either on the hill 
or on the mountain. If the deer takes to the 
top of the highest mountain, thither on his 
track the Apache follows. By and by the Indi- 
an sees a blood-stain on a rock, where the deer 
bas stumbled and skinned his knee or struck 
his nose. He knows nowtherace will soon 
be ended, and runs faster than at first, while 
the deer loses ground * minute. When 
the deer sees the Apache close upon him, he 
stops suddenly by a rock or bush and 
turns. Sometimes as soon as he stops he 
dops down fainting, or even dead, from fa- 
tigue. If not dead already, when the Indian 
seizes bim by the head and hind legs he makea 
but little resistance, and is dispatched with 
the knife. The hunter now cuts out a fine 
iece and eats it, taking not a moment’s rest 
or fear of getting stiff, but puts the deer on 
his shoulders, or, if too heavy, a part of it, 
placing the restin a secure place, and then 
trots back to his camp, having traveled per- 
haps a hundred miles without resting. The

Suit Aainst the Estate of Edward Daly 
for Money Unaccounted For. 


— 8 — — 


A Case Involving a Question of Patent Rights 
Infringement. 


This morning a cloud of witnesses appeared 
in the Probate Court to testify that they had 
paid Edward Daly, deceased, rents to the 
amount of $8,700, as tenants of Edward Bur- 
dell, which the evidence adduced on the part 
of Mr. Burdell showed had never been paid 
over to their lawful owner. Mr. 
Daly acted as Mr. Burdell's collect- 
or during the months of October, November 


and December, 1879, and, while serving in 
that capacity, it appears, took advantage of 
the opportunity afforded him to appropriate 
to his own use all the money he collected for 
his principal. To substantiate this charge 
the witnesses appeared and testified as fol- 
lows: 

Mr. Rosenbaum: I rent from Mr. Bur- 
dell, as the agent of the Atlas Engine Works. 
For 'the months of October, November and 
December, 1879, Mr. Daly was paid $54 by 
our firm. 

Mr. Heattield: I have _ receipts’ for 
rent paid at the rate of 814 

der month for three months, signed by Mr. 

aly for Mr. Burdell. 

Mr. Eddy: My receipts show that I paid 
rents to Mr. Daly to the amount of $60. 

Mr. Conrad Dislecamp: My father collected 
rents and paid them over to Mr. Edward Daly. 
The sum, I believe,amounted to $561 85. 

Mr. Zimmerman: I paid Mr. Daly $40. 

Mr. Spencer: Mr. Daly was paid rent for 

roperty situated on Market 3 owned by 
Mr. Burdell to the amount of 554 

Mr. Somerville: Mr. Daly and myselt were 
very intimate iast fall, as we were both en- 
gaged in the same business. He had a colored 
woman for a bousekeeper, but no other ten- 
ant at bis home. After he died last March 
Mr. Burdell, at my suggestion, came to his 
house for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
or not he had left a will. Finding that the 
deceased had left no will Mr. Burdell then 
took possession of his private papers which 
Mr. Daly possessed during his lifetime. 

The court- room was completely packed 

with witnesses who had made their appear- 
anceforthe purpose of testifying to facts 
similartothose given, but owing to other 
matters that demanded the attention of 
the Judge,the case was continued. until 2 
o’ciock this afternoon. 
Whether Mr. Burdell will be able tore- 
cover the 58, 700 from the estate of Ed. Daly 
depends upon the capacity of the 
ac.ministrator of said estate to raise the amount 
toa greater extent, perhaps, than upon 
his incapacity to establish his claim. There 
Is no dispute about the fact that Mr. Daly col- 
lected a large amount of money which he 
neglected to turn over toits lawful owner. 
The only question in controversy is the 
amount claimed. He appropriated about a 
thousand dollars a month and evidently enjoy- 
ed himself up to the time of his death.

The Suit for Patent Infringement. 
Francis Gannhl brings suit in the United 
States Circuit Court against William H. Ru- 
dolph and John Craig. 

In his petition he sets forth the following 
facts: Plaintiff says that before the 77th day 
of July, 1863, one H. Wm. Dopp, of Buffalo, 
New York, was the true, original and first 


inventor of vapor burners for heating and 
cooking pe parposes, not known or used by oth- 
ers or his ssid invention thereof, 
and — hich had not, at the time of 
his application for a patent 
therefor, been in public use or onsale with 
bis consent or allowance for more than two 
years prior to his application for a patent. 
The defendants in St. Louis and elsewhere 
witbin the State of Missouri and at various 
other places in the United States, without a 
license or allowance, unlawfully manufac- 
tured and sold said inventions. 

An injunction against the appending par- 
ties is the object sought to be obtained by the 
plaintiff.

EUROPEAN ARISTOCRACY . 


British Vulgarity and Snobbishness— 
Some Contrasts. 
James Jackson Jarves in New York Times. 


* The feeling which gives rise at home in 
British circles to contempt of those of a dif- 
ferent social stratum is apt to be intensified 
when directed toward foreigners. A young lady 
of my acquaintance, bearing a family name 
well known in the English aristocracy, while 
sitting at a table d hote dinner in Switzer- 
land, next to a party of English tourtisis, 
heard one ofthe i.dies, who had read her 
name on the hotel fegister, referring to her- 
self, ask her companion, Is she the Hon. 
Miss——of London?“ No,“ was the reply. 
in a pointediy contemptuous, tone, she's 
only an American,“ knowing und intending 
that her remarks wouid be overheard by the 
lady herself. To give greater stiug tothe gra- 
tuitous impertiuence, another added: Lou 
know no American goes in good society in 
London.“ Comment is unnecessary on tbis 
species of this cultivateu vulgarity in high 
hie, which is first and worthy cousin to the 
women beating of the lowest classes. But 
how is it wita ourselves’ British colonists 
carry their hometraits whereverthey settle. 
In America these have been modified by new 
conditions of climate and the interblending of 
ideas and manners of other European emi- 
grants. Outof these combinations fresh types 
of men are rapidly forming, whose ideal eiti- 
gies beginto appearon vur horizon. How 
far they may be better or worse than the 
European types remains to be seen. Wherever 
intellectual traits are strongly marked man- 
ners become correspondingly emphasized. 

This intensity of local or individual convic- 
tions is a powerful factor in human life and his- 
tory, ard nore the less energetically opera- 
tive it, as is too often the case, it regards all 

advantages as the culmination of its own in- 

ate virtues and the reward ofan apprecia- 
tirg Providence inthe pursuit of its special 
interests and pleasures. The ear:y Grecian 
States, particularly the Athens of Pericles, 
and the Lalian despotisms and republics of 
the middle ages, were conspicuous examples 
of concentrated self-interest and a selfish pride 
of local existance. Every man ia them all 
not a citizen born was considered either asa 
slave, aciive enemy, or an unsympathetic 
alien. But the intense self-ussertion of the 
dominating caste was always a reservoir of 
stiergth which nourisbed the growth of the 
city for which its tyrants or its citizens zeal- 

cusly wrougbt and fought. Their patriotism 
was genuine of its kind, atbeit more one sided 
and narrower than that which took its place 
after the rival communities were consoli- 
dated into broader nationalities. But its 
spirit bas now degenerated into mere pride of 

family name and ties of caste, and is no long- 

er a political force swayed for the domination 

of a petty state which was identitied with 
the existence of a ruling class. Instead, 
modern times have developed varied svstems 
of social tyranny, based on pétty sentiments 
ard aims, seclusive and exclusive in principle, 
and ruled by individuals whose horizon of 
aspirations is bounded by their own hearth- 

stones. What is now called aristocratic 
society is an outgrowth of the older and 
broadel civic ambitions, toned down to the 

modern standards of life. It shapes itself 
into multiform castes founded onthe one- 

sided, strictly personalambitions which have 
supplanted the larger, if in practice less hu- 

mane, idealisms of the older epochs of civil- 

izations, gradually deteriorating in aim from 
the city or association to the family, now 
settling more and more on the mere individual, 
by sbeer force of the democratic drift of ideas. 

Family name and distinction, however, still 
continue in Lngland to be the chief keystones 
ofits strong arch of caste. Each individual 
member cherishes himself as an integral por: 

tion of the social structure he represents. In 
consequence there is formed a certain unity 
of manners aud tone of speech in hich life 
which corresponds to its homogenity of aim, 
and any pressure brc ught t) bear on oue part of 
the system is felt and resisted by the whole.

The derogatory statement put forth by Prof. 
Goldwin Smith n thepublic services 
end patriotie spirit of Hebrew citizens has 
been indignantly and effectively answered. 
One effect ofthe discussion, doub'iess, has 
been to astonish many persons with the sold 
and briliiant achievement which must be 
credited to contemporary Israelites in every 
civilized country, and in almost every field of 
human energy. it maybe well to sift the 
abundant data recently collected on this sub- 
ject, and point out what respectful recogni- 
tion is now commanded by a long disfran- 
chised and discredited race. 

When we call to mind how brief a period 
has elapsed since the adherents of their faith 
were relieved from political di- abilities in 
Eurcpe, the prominence attained by Israelites 
on the stage of public life bears impressive 
witness to their capacity for affairs. We do 
not mean to dwell witn any A 5 emphusis 
on the fact that a statesmuv of Hebrew line- 
age has for six years been Prime Minister of 
England, although the son of I-aac D’ Israeli 
is a Jew, not only or descent, but, we are juste 
ified in adding,by the rite of circumcision, But 
the pertinence of this exampie may perhaps be 
questioned, since at an early date of his career 
the present Earl of Beaconsfield became a 
member of the Church of En- 
gland, mainly N the influence, it is said, 
of the banker poet Rogers. No such quali- 
cation atiaches to other cases which may de 
clted ot distinction won by Hebrews in the 
parliamentary arena, There has been no 
abandonment of his paternal creed, for in- 
stance, on the part of Sir George Jessel, who 
was S 'lic itor General ur der the last Gladstone 
administration, and who, in his later posi- 
tion of Masier of the Rolls, hus gained the 
reputation of the greatest equity lawyer of the 
present generativon. Among otner British 
Jcws whohave made a decided mark in pub- 
lic life muy be mentioned Baron Lionel de 
Rothschild, Sir Francis Goldsmith, Sir Moses 
Montefiore and Sir Anthony de Rothschiid 
the Jast three of whom were barouets of the 
Uniied Kingdom. Nor should it be over- 
looked that two Israelites, Sir David Salo- 
mons avd Sir Benjamin Philips, by their 
election to the cflicewt Lord Mayor of London 
may be said to have conquered the stronghol 
of tuaditional prejudice.

FASHIONABLE LEISURE. 


How Ladies of London Soclety Regulate 
the Duties of the Day. 
From the Queen. | 

It is not given to every lady to be an early ris- 
er. The highest lady in the land, Her Majesty, 
sets a gocd example in this respect, rising 
at7 both in winter and summer, while 
the occupations of each hour of the day are 
arranged with due appreciation of the value 
ot time; hence she is able to undertake the 
heavy task of conscientiously reading over al! 
papers and documents submitted for her sig- 
nature, which she never appends without care- 
ful perusal of each, besides which she per- 
sonally enters into a wide correspondences, 
and in addition to the hours devoted to 
oflicial duties and to hours given to walking, 
driving, paying and receiving visits, a portion 
of each day is set apart for reading of a varied 
cbaracter. 1 

The generality of ladies usually rise be- 
tween 8 and 9, and breakfast either at 
half-past 9 or 10. Immediately after break- 
fast orders are given for the day, the nursery 
and school room are visited, notes and letters 
written and answered, invitations given and 
accepted: people are seen on business, 
whether for charitable objects or for domestic 
and household purposes,including modistes, 
bootmakers, etc. 

The hours between 10 and 12 are passed 
by other ladies who have not the same 
responsibility in any particular pursuit which 
they have elected to follow. Not long is 
given by most ladies to their toilette in dress- 
ing for riding, walking or driving, and at 
twenty minutes past 12 they are usually 
ready for either of these amusements. 

It is in the morning, from 12 to 2, that visits 
are paid torelations and intimate friends, and 
it is in these hours before luncheon that shop- 
ping of any real importance is done. The af- 
ternoon hours are passed in various ways. 
Ladies whoride in the morning doa little 
shopping before paying calls, as do others 
when too much engaged at home in the morn- 
ing to admit of their going out for this pur- 

e. Ladies who have young children usu- 
ally go with them to their several classes for 
dancing, riding or French, and occasionally 
the children are taken bytheir mothers to 
morning performances, from 3 to 5, or 
the children are taken fora drive around the 
park before it is crowded; ora mother gives 
an hour to her children before going out driv- 
ing. Other ladies, who have no children, or 
~ A if they bave, give but little of their 
time to them, either constantly go to luncheon 
themselves, or give luncheon parties at home, 
which fill up their time close to the hour for 
driving. Dressing for driving is with some 
ladies accomplished in a very expeditious 
manner, and they are fully equipped in ten 
minutes and ready within five minutes of the 
hour at which they have ordered their car- 
riage. With others, dressing for driving is 
a very elaborate affair, and their carriage is 
kept waiting by them for perbaps an hour 
while tne finishing touches are being put to 
their coiffures. : 

Those ladies who have around of5 o’clock 
teas and garden parties in or out of London, 
or who patronize polo matches, lawn tennis 
matches, cricket matches and shooting match- 
es, etc., inthe suburbs of London, whether 
at Hurlington, Banelagh, Lillie Bridge, 
Orleans, Lord's or Prince’s, do not appear in 
the afternoon drive unless they take the park 
on their way, while card-leaving and calis 
are a heavy tax upon ladies’time inthe seas- 
on. 

Dressing for dinner demands at least half 
an hour, and ladies usually return from 
party, park or match at half past 7. A 
dinner party at home or a dinner party out 
follows, to be succeeded by one or two“ at 
homes or one or two balls or by both ball 
and assembly. The opera orthe play come 
in during each week for their share of atten- 
tion immediately after dinner, and the “at 
home or the ball follows. Ifan ‘tat home’? 
has concluded the evening’s amusement a 
lady may expect to retire to rest at 1.30 a. m.; 
but if a dance, hardly until 3 or3 30 a. m. 
Thus leisure, as signifying freedom from 
business or hurry, vacancy of mind and con- 
venience of time, is by no means the 
every-day experience of ladies of fashion.

New York, July 1 —Pious country people 
have often wondered what the tired and un- 
bappy people in New York do with themselves 
on the Sabbath—bow they manage to killa 
dull eventiess twenty - four hours, when beat 
prevents church, and propriety fitteen-ball 
pool or billiards.

Tour of Great Britain. 


Sights and Scenes in London, Hd- 
inburgh and Glasgow. 


Romantic Rambles—Old Castles—Queer 
People and Quaint Houses. 


Speelal Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

InNs OF COURT HOTEL, LONDON, June 14. 
1880.—How or where to begin this letter, and 
what to put into it isa conundrum, because 
torevery thing I write I must omit a dozen—a 
hundred, ndeed—which lam equally anxi- 
ous to give you. Five days in Great Britain 
bas given me new notions enough to filla 
respectable book. Why, the very air breathes 
nevelty, itis so soft and sweet and different 
from our own bracing, sharp New England 
atmosphere. The cities which we have 
visited—Glasgow, Edinburgh and London— 
are not so especially foreign in their appear- 
ance, except in the feature of solidity, which 
is really remarkable, and which gives one 
the impression that the people 
who live in these fortress-like 
buildings must excel in longevity themselves. 
This impression is strengthened by observing 
the people—that is, those of the poorer class 


—who are so dry and old and withered that it 
would be impossible to guess within fifty 
years of their age. 

As to the cities, however, it is only in the 
business sections that they look famiijar. In 


strange gabled cottages, the low walls made 
of stucco. andthe bis of latticed windows 
swinging out, and always filled with plants 
and flowers. But the strangest houses that 
we bave seen—or probably shall see anywhere 


in our travels — are the buts 
in which the shepherds and a 
few small farmers live, in the lake 


region of Scotland. Driving over from Loch 
Lomondto Loch Katrine, we had a grand 
opportunity to see these 
QUEER DWELLING-PLACES, 

in one of which still live the last survivors of 
a family which has occupied it for 300 years 
past. Can many of our rich aristocracy trace 
their lineage as far as these poor hillside peo- 
ple? The cottages are built of rough stone 
tilled with cement, but, stone being rather 
dear, the walls are very low, often so low that 
ore must stoop to enteradoor which reaches 
quite to the roof. The roof itself slopes sharp- 
ly, and is thickly thatched with heatner, which 


is brown and dry. There are 
no chimneys, the smoke issuing from a 
hole in one end of the roof. For 


windows there is but one tiny opening, per- 
haps two feet square, and if there was any 
glass, I failed to see it. I think there was 
only a wooden shutter. 

But I must give you at least an outline of 
what we have done in these lony, long tive 
days. I dreaded for three days before we came 
within sight of land the time When I should 
have to leave the steamer and the glorious 
ccean, Which bad beoome dear te me. But the

This was Tuesday—actually oaly 
last Tudsday—a day ahead of the time we 
expected to make, as announced by Dr. Tour- 
jee in bis itinerary, and there was some fear 
also that, if we did land, the conductor would 
not be ready to meet us. Bu no sooner hid 
the little steamer from Greenoch Pier met us 
than our leader was on board. Anda leader 
he is, by-the-way, in every sense of the word. 
| You never saw such a man on this side of tha 
| world before. Everything 1; as slow here as 
“Old Hundred;’’ even the railway trains 
don’t art till it is perfecily 
| convenient for all the attaches 
of the road, time being always given the fire- 
mento gobackand kiss his wife. Conse- 
quently one has to wait at stations anywhere 
iremcne to two hours before he can get his 
| train. But they are 
| GLORIOUS TRAINS 
| when be does get them, or at least, those we 

happy Tourjeans ride in are. Ir there was 
ever a story that I believed implicity, it was 
that European traveling was hard and tire- 
some and miserable, but I haye been wond-r- 
luliy disappointed. There is not a sleeping- 
car in all America to equal that in which I 
rode from Edinburgh to London. Eich cir 
was longer than our sleeping ers at bome, 
and yet it Was devoted to but six berths, there 
being three compartmen's, connected by 
doorand having abroad, long, easy berth 
on each side. The most complete aud abuud- 
ant toilet accommodations, cupboards in 
the walls, books for clothes, seats in corners 
and a table for lunch, and after we had slept 
soundly all night, we—six ladies—left the car 
in the morning at 8, were driven to a charm- 
ing inn at Kenilworth, where we break- 
fasted, aiter which an hour was spent amon 
the wonderful old ruins, and returned to fin 
our berths transformed into great easy ebairs, 
in which we continued our ride to London, 
breaking the journey again at Stratford, where

The Cost of Ginghams, Various Skirts 
and Flannels for Seaside Wear. 


Side by side with the story of the wonder- 
ful Western girl who, with no help except 
that of a small brother, sowed and cultivated 
and reaped any number of acres of hay or 
wheat—a story which has already begun its 
annual round of newspapers—deserves to be 
told that of the still more impossible she“ 
whoevolved a charming summer wardrobe 
from the rag-bag and the garret with a dollar 
or two to spend in trimmings. She also is a 
favorite churacter in romance, aud is always 
(on paper) popular among the gentlemen, 
eclipsing wholly those extravagant women 
who rejoice in toilets from fashionable dress- 
makers. 

Unfortunately for practical economists the 
reality does notagree with the romance, and 
giveo a girl in calico and one in silk, or 
oe in five-cent scrim against another in Cham- 
bery gauze, it will usually be found that dress 
does make a difference and that beauty un- 
adorned is at a disadvantage among the very 
men who are loudest in praise of economy in 
dress. 0 

The problem is not to dress upon nothing, 
but, given a emall allowance, how to utilize it 
to the bestadvantage. Thus, suppozing that 
a girl has but ten dollars to spend upon her 
summer outfit, her wisest plan would be not 
to buy five dresses and a hat, as she does in 
one of our exchanges, but to get a smaller 
number and have them better. Let us see 
then what she may do with her funds in hand, 
doing her own dressmaking, as a matter of 
course. 

There are very few women who are so im- 
provident as to have nothing left over fro. 
season to seascn. A practical economist buys 
every dress witha view to its reappearance 
afterward in a new form, and it is uuwise for 
any but a wealthy woman to purchase an ex- 
pensive dress which cannot be made over. 
And in this sense the word expensive must be 
taken comparatively. Forour girl it would 
mean a summer silk, a cashmere, or a French 
bunting. One of these, then, she has on 
hand from last year, and this is to be made 
as gocd as new. The dress must be 
ripped and pressed, and if the bunting or 
casbmere is black it may be sponged with 
water, to which spirits of hartshorn has been 
added in the proportion of a teaspoonful of 
ammonia to a quart of water. The best of 
the goods must be kept for the body and the 
front of the skirt, uniess the old body is not 
too much worn to serve the purpose again. 
which will be a great point in her favor. Clev- 
er contriving will hide spots and thin — 
ard put the worst parts where they will show 
least. Shirring covers a multitude of faults, 
ard narrow pleatings 7550 be pieced again 
and sgain. If the old skirt lining will do, she 
should use it by all means, as every cent 
counts. Three yards of satin at eighty 
cents a yard wil trim the dress, witb 
piping, revers, collars and cuffs, put a band 
tour inches wide down one side and make a 
wide belt. Three yards of ribbon to match, 
at twenty cents a yard, will furnish a bow for 
the belt and two for tbe side opposite the 
satin band; jet buttons at twenty-five ceats a 
dozen will ve good enough, and a dozen will 
suffice, or plain crochet buttons at forty cents 
may be beaded at home with five cents’ worth 
of beads. Sewing silk, buttonhole twist, 
skirt braid and ayard of wiggin to line the 
satin will be needed and will cost sixty eight 
cents, viz.: Two quarter-ounce spools of silk, 
forty cente; one ounce black cotton, five 
cents; two of buttonhole twist, five cents; 
skirt braid, six cents, and wiggin, twelve 
cents: making $413 as the cost of our young 
ludy’s best dress. 

4 PRETTY DRESS FOR $2. 

There is a furore this season for ginghams, 
and neat American makes may be had for 
twelve anda balf cents a yard. There are 
two qualities at this price—one thick and 
heavy for hard wear; ihe other the zephyr 
gingbam, which is of lighter weightand much 
more dressy in appearance—this is what sue 
must buy. Twelve yards will be $1 50; a 
dozen plain smoked pear! buttons, 10 cents, 
and fifteen yards of white Hamburg edging, 
for trimming, at two cents a vard, brings the 
cost to $1 90, and two spools of cotton, for 
st Wing, round outthe $2. This may be made 
with the baby waist—i. e., with yoke and 
pleate—if the wearer is slender, or a coat 
basque if stout, and the trimmings are to be 
ruflles, edged with the Hamburg, which is 
very narrow—merely a tiny scallop and eyelet, 
but which, nevertheless, looks very well. Oc 
ifshe prefers alawnto a gingham, that may 
be had at the same price, and trimmed with 
ane lace at fifteen cents, the price of two 
yards. 

Three dollars must buy another dress, and 
in thisshe has quite a wide choice. Victoria 
lawn at twenty cents, trimmed with tucked 
ruffles of the same, fluted. is very pretty. 
Dotted Swiss, made with ruffles also, is much 
more dressy and costs five cents more a yard, 
but since white muslin can be worn always in 
the evening this last will be probably her 
wisest choice. Her hat may be a Fayal, lined 
and trimmed with white muslio, and a 
twenty-five-cent bouquet,a rough straw at 
thirty-three cents, with a band and large bow 
of satin ribbon, or an embroidered reed hat, 
at twenty-five cents, with brim faced with 
bright foulard and a scarf of the same twist- 
cd around the crown, either of which will 
come within the compass of the elguty-seven 
cents left from her dress. 

At this season very many b ins may be 
bad, botb in light wooleuy and other summer 
fabrics. Merchants bave either a large stock 
on hand to clear off or they bare broken lots 
orremnants, Being crowded for space, they 
must reduce stock or perhaps they go on the 
principle of ＋ wn; only fresh goods on hand. 
‘lhese last are the piaces of all at which 
to find bargains, and goods advertised us 
marked down are done so in good faith. 
Pieity all- wool debeges, faney bunting, etc., 
muy be had for 25 cents a yard, and other fa- 
brics are correspondingly cheap.

$6 61; twelve yards of fancy buating at 25 
cents a yard, two of trimming silk, a remnant 
bougbt for 75 cents a yard; a dozeuand a halt 
of jet buttons at 25 cents a dozen, three yards 
of mbbon for bows, in two remnanta, 45 cents:

Silk umbrellas may be cov- 
ered in the same manner; it is only a ques- 
tion of great painstaking not to stretch the 
cover.

to nothing when made at home. A yard of 
nainsook or Victoria lawn will make eight or 
nive, and they may be all different—tucked, 
hemstitched or embroideried, and more or 
less elaborately. 

Luce mitts are excellent gloves for poor 
people, costing no more than kid aud out- 
lasting them two or three times. Lisle thread 
should be bought a size larger than kid, a6 
they cling closely and adapt themselves to the 
size of the hand, waile if tight they soon wear 
out. 

As a question of economy poor girls can not 
afford to wear cheap laces, or eveu crepe lisse 
ruffies. A few reul laces are far cheaper in 
the end, since they last indetinitely, and are 
a ways nice-looking if clean. Lineu collars 
must be worn for morning, and, Iu:kily, are 
stylish with any dress. But after ail itis the 
wavin whicb ciothes are cared for which tells 
moet in the long run. Ribbons, etc., tossed 
pell-mell into a drawer, and ‘rooted 
through’’ when one is needed, can not long 
retain their freshness. Therefore, ribbons 
should be rolled up smoothly after wearing; 
ties should be smoothed out and wound over 
pasteboard, and rufiles and flowers tenderly 
picked out when they are erushed, and laid 
carefully away in a box; while a dress should 
never, when taken off, be tossed down ons 
chair, but brushed or at least shiken, and 
hung up wrong side out.
